Guild. The British Shipmasters’ 
Jand Officers’ Protection Society 
was established at Sunderland in 
the year 1873. Ithasbeenavery 
-\well-known institution on the 
East Coast,,und one which did 
éonsiderable work ‘in interests of 
the captains and officers of the 
Mercantile Marine.

AUSTRIAN INTERNAL WATERS. 
The negotiations resulting from 
the draft Peace Treaty with 
Austria has led to some. altera- 
tions in the final terms governing 
the control, of Austrian rivers 
and other internal waters, A 
new decision is that the inland 
craft are to be divided. under the 
directipn of arbitrators nominated 
by the US. who will also 
decide any cases of disputed 
‘lowrership on the Danube. An 
Anglo-French, and American 
Commission will take provisional 
control of the vessels, and the 
{profits accruing therefrom. will 
be placed at the disposal of the 
Commission of Reparation. The 
arbitrators will decide- as to the 
extent of the property rights of 
the Danube shipping companies 
and the amount of compensation 
due to them for the requisitioned 
boats. The decision that the 
amount of compensation must 
not exceed ‘the original cost of 
acquirement has been cancelled 
and the articles referring to 
harbours, waterwaysand railways 
ara slightly altered. The 
Danube canals will be under the 
same regime. 


A DISABILITY .REMOVED.

Yamamoto, who has been in the 
Colony on his way to Japan from 
Europe, where as one of Japan's 
Peace Delegates he took a pro- 
+. minent part.in the deliberations 
on the fate of the Islands. 
representative of the 
Telegruph interviewed him prior 
to his departure for the North. 
From him, we have elicited the 
information that the progress in 
connection with the settlement of 
the South Seas Islands question 
js far from satisfactory, but that 
these Islands will continues to be 
administered by the Japanese 
pending "the decision of the 
“League of Nations. Captain 
Yamamoto'’s special mission in 
connection with the Peace Con- 
ference was to Rome where he 
conferred with the Pope in regard 
to the German Cathulic. Mission- 
ary statiens on the Marshall 
and Caroline Islands, which, with 
change in regime, could not be 
allowed to continue, an objection 
being raiszd to its personnel. His’ 
mission taerefore was to apply 
for a change of the missionary 
staffs, and he was successful 
m having secured o promise from 
the Holy See to replace the 
deported Germans bs French 
Italian. and Belgian substit: 
Captain Yamamoto has had an 
interesting career. Soon after 
the fall of Tsingtan. was 
appointed to the Japanese Es 
bassy.at Rome as Naval Attache, 
Land ie remained at bis post until 
February last when he was re- 
called-by his Government. Six 
months later, he was appo‘nted 
to the Peace Delegation and wit: 
Baron- Makino; proceeded to 
Paris, where he took part in the 
conferences in connection with 
the Peace Treaty. The urgent 
necessity of settling the mis- 
sionary. question in retard to 
the Marshall. and Caroline 
Groups, led the Japanese Govern- 
‘meat to send orders to Captain 
Yamamoto to proceed to Rome 
as the Admiral-Governor’s re- 
presentative to coafer with the 
Holy See. How far he succeeded 
in his mission has been stated. He 
is now on his way back to Japan. 
->As tothe Shangtung question, 
. Captain Yamamoto depreciated 
the troubles that have been raised 
on this question. He was of} 
opinion that the ‘best method of 
arriving at a successful solution, 
“was an amicable conference by 
both nations, without interference 
from other Powers, at ‘which 
mutual understandings could be 
come to.
